Applicant's 
argue "cancer therapy" is an overly braod concept for evaluating identity of purpose, and hence is an inappropriate standard for 
applying In re Kerkhoven and it is important to define the purpose of compositions narrowly when applying In re Kerkoven. It is 
well established in the prior art that chemotherapeutic agents are added to patient therapy regimes to combat a number of 
issues, one in particular is therapeutic resistance. Ferrante also discloses addition of chemotherapy to the treatment of patients 
improves the likelihood of long-term survival. Although the two products, chemotherapeutic agents and inactivated tumor cells 
have different mechanisms of action, the prior art establishes they have a synergistic effect when it comes to cancer therapy.
